In the Australian colonies § shillings 
or practically $2 a day ts paid 
eight hours work. while po ovisionr 
are cheaper and there is no period of 
compulsory idleness. 

Why should the conditions of the 
working man be worse-here than tn 
other British colonies? The reason 
the abnormal competition caused by 
the influx of Galicians 

It is a matter of expertence. it te 
even an axiom in pelitical economy, 
that the higher the wages a man 
can demand, the better for the com- 
munity. If wages were not kept down 
by foreign immigrants “white men” 
would stay and work and save money 
and settle on the land or become use- 
ful citizens in other capacities instead 
of going on West and leaving the 
field of labor in the hands of foreiae 
paupers who are forced to take aur 
rate of pay that is offered them ana 
who can live on what would starve » 
white man
